Juſt cauſe had every man in Iwiehb and Terwſalem to mourne 
for Tofiab's death,ſince every mans finne had made way by a ſeve- 
rall wound to take away Tefb's life, and ſo muſt needes beare a 
ſhare in the crying guilt of hisblood, which rorhing bur a flcod 
of penitent tears could waſh away;This makes every mans par- 
ticular ſorrow, as ſeverall lines, meete in the center of the Text, 
the common cauſe of their teeming gricfe ; The breath of owy no- 
ftrils, the Anointed of the Lord was taken in their pits, of whom we 
ſaid, Vnaey bis ſhadow we ual! live among the Heathen.

Ile the Crowne of Englana was held from the Lord paramowunt 
of Dominion, Ged, by as free, Noble , and Regail a Trawre , as 
any under Heaven : And from him by a lull and ungqueſti- 
onable right of ſaccefMon, bad King Chartes the inveſtute rhere» 
of, and grant of all cheſc Royal! acknewledged Prerogatives, un- 
till (with-ut any divine cr humane warrant ) Hee was violently 
difſeized of them, and taken in their pus : Theſe wete his ſacred 
and Regall Prerogatives. | 
Let us now lecke unto that ſpocicus field of Fs Perſonal ver- 
twes, a fragrant tra , havivg the ſweet ſmell of @ field which the 
Lord hath bleſſed ; and ſince time will not permit the perufal] of 
every pleaſant walke of grace , and the delighttull Ambits of Fis 
yirtues , let us as CMofes from Monnt Nebs, take a penerall and 
diſtant ſurvey of this circuit flowing with milke ard bony , Kit.g 
( bartes his celcſtiallgitts and graces,

ched, the eſteem he had of Gods Meſſengers, his hatred of herefig, 
and the zealous care he had (as it was conliftent with Charity } to 
propagate the true worſhip of God, the Proteftant Religion ; this 
in the purity thereof, he eſtabliſhed by his Lawes, enlarged with 
his Regall Authority , cleanſed from that ruſt it had contracted, 
throngh the Atheiſme and ignorance of the times, by the con- 
temptibleneſſe of the outward worſhip, adorned with Decexcy 
and Order, in the pablique ſervice, and with coft upon the places 
dedicated unto that ſervice ; but chiefly he beautified it with the 
glorious example of his holy life, and encouragement of the Offi- 
cers thereof , whom he rewarded with the rewards of honour, 
and inaintenance : His Royall Pallace (as Theodefns juniors) was 
a conftant receit for learned and pious Prelates , whom he enter- 
tained and cheriſhed as the ſervants of the great God, and D#/pex- 
"2* {ers of che myſteries and meancs of grace, which,as it was an eſpeci- 
all and infallible marke of the ſincerity of his humble piety ; fo 
through the ſupercilious irreligion of the times, did that (which 
ſhould have moſt endearce him unto Chriſtians )drew negleR and 
contempt upon him, fromthem fand thoſe Great ones too) who 
lovenothing of Chriſtianity but the naked name : He knew that 
Church-maintenance was the beſt Nurſe of Religion , and there- 
fore no weight of difficulties could ſo prefſe upon him , to alien 
Gods portion, the Þ atrimony of the Church, to preſerve which 
from the {acrilegious invaſion of the firſt movers of theſe troubles 
( who thought the beft way to ſhake off Government was to de- 
ſtroy Religion, and the moſt efteRuall and quick courſe to deſtroy 
Religion, to take away Church: maintenance) He tendred the fale 
of ſo much Crowne-land, as would amount unto the value of the 

Church-land, 

- That great and ſtri&t care he took to keep the Throne & King- 
dome of God in his ſoule (his conſcience) inviolable, ſhewes that 
although hee made his abode ameng men, yet his Converſation 
was in Heaven + The continuall acknowledged zemorſe hee was 
ſcized with,for conſenting (againſt the diate of his conſcience) 
unto the Earle of Syraffords death , ſpeakes him another David [

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and 4 Ada after Gods owne hears, ſuch were the tender impreffi- 
ons that Aﬀever left in Him, as Devid when hee ent off the 1\ires

found that fate which the Rabbines- aſſigne unto Davids fact, 
that hee. found no beate in his cloathes afterwards : ſo His Ma- 
jeſty found net that comforting warmeh in the adviſes of o- 
thers, which he did in the ſolid Ceunſels of that ever to be ho- 
nored Earle. How many invincible Arguments have wee of His 
Majeſties ſingular fanftimony ? Hew in that His great Tyyall of 
«ffii ions, did the abnndance of His joy, the ricbemef bis graces, and 
the abfolute and compleate contentation of piety ſhine forth in 
all bs Speeches and eAttions ? a8 that firſt great Patron of Chri- 


ſtianity , Conſtantine the Great , Would have his Effigies kneeling £«ſcb vic. Conf. 


engraven on his Coyne, with bis hand: ſpread, and hi eyes advanced 
towards Heaven,the poſture of an humble ſupplicant at the Throne 
of Grace ; ſodid our late moſt Religious K1NnG defire thattinto 
that His Golden CHManwall might be pr fixed Pi Repreſentation, 
kneeling , Contermmmng & Temporall , helging our blefſed CaUVIOKYS 
( rowne of Thornes, and afpizirg unto an Eternall Crowne of happi- 
weſſe ; which cleares unto us , that His large ſoule was not poſ- 
{fled with narrow and temporall conſiderations , but with the 
regards of lafting and eternall intereſts : ſo that of all the Chri- 
pron Kings of this life , He may be poſitively ſaid the eff Chri- 
ian, 

From His piety let us paſſe over unto Hs prudence , which al- 
theugh it be fajrely meaſured out unto ms i» Hu great prety, (the 
practiſe whereof is the ſupreame prudence , and beſt evidence of 
a good underſtanding ) yet morally conſidered , as it is an babic 
atling in humane affaires by the ordered rules of reaſox,vye (hal find 
His Majcſty nobly accompliſhed with th# verewe, furniſhed with 
a ſtrong memory of things paſt , with a ſound judgement in 
their re and relation unto things preſent , with a cleare 
and quicke apprehenſion to diſcerne the operations and tenden- 
cics of eccurrents , and with aſingular providence anc wiſe dif> 
pou of things fit to attaine unto His ends , which were ever 

onourable and worthy of ſo great a Priice , who ever judged 
a Chriftian frplicity,the bet policy « With the gravi ſt Nation of 
Emrope, the Spaniard , He gained in His younger yeares the repu-

we looke upon: Him in His particular relations, His Majeſty was a 
moſtkinde Husband, rch;giouſly obſervant of the holy ties of Wed- 
locke , a tender and indulgent Father unto His Children , unto 
whem he paid the ene of Paternall care in their Religious and 
Reoyall Ecucaticon : His Kingly bcunty unto His ſervants ſhew 
E:maliberall ard good Miſter, and His good 2ffeftion wnto His - 
Pecple ( whole weifare Hee ever prized above His owne ; and 
urto the 1s mir ute was much more aff:Qed from the ſerce of 
th.cirs then Ris owne ſufferings) ſhew Him « meft gracions Sove- 
raigxe. ' And Foweves Hee was by thoſe who lorg Fnce tooke a+ 
way Fis C ivill fe, and defiroyee His Royall reputation with His 
ſub;cAts (to {cr up them-{ei ves and drive on their ewne ends) re- 
preſented a Prince of meane ard conrte mptable endowments, and 
unf't for Government 3; the whole World new ſees their grofle 
f.!\{ſhocd, and their Contflions give the Hye untotheir /owdand 

lewd calammes , for {ince His ſolitary ard cloſe Confinement; 
when. Ree could have no Counſcll but what Hee fetched from 
Heaven, all rationall and urprejudiced men ſee, His ſober, wiſe, 
ſutisf2Qory, and reſo'ure Anſwers, unto all their arrogant, dull, 
d:ſtruve., dif[oiure Prepefitions : ſo that it is a poſitive , and 
meaſured jueg: ment (made from the whole carriage cf his tranſ- 


2fions: with the Farlizment ) that Hee was incomparably the 


wiſcſt Prirce i Chr:ſtendeme, and better underſtood the Cor- 
ſuuton, rd, Aﬀancs ct His Kingdcmes thanany-man row li- 
vVing : Neither may wee here ( as the corſtapr Attendant , and 
ſworre ſervant uric His Princely Prudence } tut with wonder 
ref\cE npon His Kingly Elccuence. Bis fowing and (as Tecitas 
ſpeakes of Angnſtas) Kings becomming ſtile, ſweet pure,accurate, 
pcrſpicuous , grave , full of ce;/ious facility , ard elegant felicit 
withcur flreined affeatiop. or ſervile ard forced jmiration : f 
thar -d He not {ome patural) d'Micultics in prencuntiation , He 
wcu'd have Bene approved rhe beſt Orator , ard perfe& Maſter 
of Erevzge (as he was of Resfor') that ever Britain yer bred ; 
Lot to cover with wore judge ment berkcug kt thoſe thirgs that 
were to be ſpoken ? 3 Or who ever fitted His (C er fvlt theovghts 
with a mere handſome ard cleane 7ppare)} of ſpeech , pd ma- 
tunty of wilghed words ? This Agcfhewesnrot a nan ee

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take up His Princely penne , His tile may well be the obje&tof 
mens wiſhes, never of their imitation. 

This His Princely prudence receives likewife further illuftra- 
tions from bis juſtice, in the free and equall adminiſtration-there- 
of untgall, ſome ſarreptions and corruptions in particular Of- 
keersf State, as they arenot to be defended, ( ſo whilſt men 
are men ) they will hardly be avoyded : But the ſweet inflacnce 

of His Miajefties juſtice npon all appears,in the peace of His King- 
domes, the ſcrenity of His People, the tranquility of Publ:que 
Afﬀaires , the increaſe of Trade, the growing riches of His ſub- 
zes; and the unjverſall happineſſe of His Government ; theſe 
three Kingdomes being thrice happy untill the Herlme of Go- 
vernement was wreſted out of his ſacred Hands ; and now wee 
ſee ſince theſe State-emperickes have praQtiſed upon the body 
politicke , with what ſtrong convulſions and morrta!l maladies ic 
15 affe@ted : The moſt experienced Phyſician under Heaven, and 
Hee onely who could have cured England from the diſeaſes of her. 
diſtemper, without opening her veynes, 1s taken away rrom her ; 
ſhe lics now 'in the hands of Young and deſperate Pratytioners, 
it isto be feared , unlefle God prevent their violent adminiftra- 
tions, and corroſive notions, with Antidotes of Mercy, in ſtead of 
mending her, they will end her health,life,and liberty. 

Looke upon his true Chriſtian fertiemde, in the magnanimiry of 
his carrying en with Conftancy of Reſolution his weightieſt Af- 
fayrs in their greateſt difficulties, in his confidence with Gods uſ- 
ſiſtance to overcome ther ; in his exceeding patience, ina tolle- 
rance' (free from deſphdcney) in the greateſt moleftations and 


preflures to compoſe them”; ' and in t:is marchleſſe and King! 


perſeverance, even inthe furnace of affliction, and hotteſt fla mes 
of adverſity, (as Gods Cauſe) to maintaifie them ; He went un- 
to the Scaffold, tawgwanm Api ad Alveare, 23a Bee unto his Hive, 
with our Saviour , 4/ 4 Lamb wee the ſlaughter , and chearefully. 

undreſt himſelte imto His ſpit ituall repoſe. | 
Obſerve Nis great temperance, His exemplary chaſtity (ſo rare 
avertue in « Prince of ſo aQive and firme a conſtiturion ) ſo farre 
free from uncleanenefle , thar it had a refined purity trom all la- 
civioulſneffe of either geſture or ſpeech : His abftivence in His 
feeding gave unto Him conſtancy in health, and readinefle unto 
D 3 aQion, 
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aRion, and his ſobriety in drinking (whom the Sunne, nor all the 
ſonnes of men ever ſawovercame or difguifed by ingurgitatians 
of ſtrong Liquors ) made him unconquerable by Wine or Wo- 
men. 

His divine (lerwency even in the heate and cruelty of the blapdy 
rage ef His Adyerſaries, isa contemplation will raiſe us uÞ unto _ 
the very top of admiration : whoſe life (after they had butchered 
his deareſt and neareſt ſervants) did he take away ? How many 
of His moſt ative and reſolved Enemies in his power , did Hee 
diſmifle with our Sayiours caveat unto the blinde man , ſine n9 
more ? His Majeſty in this divine clemency ( which yer forme in- 
terpteted 4 cruelty ro Himſelfe (intimating the, Father of mercies, 
who maketh the Sun of ba favexr equally to fhine on the juſt and 
unjuſt, being ſo farre from procuring or deſiring the death of His 
Enemnyes , ( unto which he wanted no inciting animoſities from 
others ) that Hee often wiſhed that Hee couldrecover thoſe that 
were already dead. 

Neither are there wanting egregious Monuments of His King- 
ly mwnificence and /iberality ; the great acquiſitions of His ſer- 
vants under Him ſhew it, from many of whom notwithſtanding 
L4G the unhappy returnes of ingratitude, deſertion, and,diſ- 
oyalty. 

þ 66 as unto His owne ſervants Hee was munificent, ſo eſpeci- 
ally unto thoſe who were /et «part for the ſervice of God, 'whom 
(withthoſe Religious Kings, Hezckiab, Foſicab, and Conflantine) 
Hee encouraged by giving the, portiow of God, and our pious An- 
ceſtors, unto them, to. recover which out of the hands of ſacri- 
legious; perſons, He uſed many pious indeaveurs, and compeun- 
ded Compenſations which could onely have intrenched upon 
his owne profit : When former Grants from the Crowne of 
Imprepriations for yeares determined ,, Hi Majeſty alwayes re- 
ſtored them unto the Church, conceiving his >cſt and moſt Royal 
Right to the Goods of the Church (which he wagotherwiſe by 
the Lawes of the Realme inveſted of ) to be that of Patronage 
and diſpoſition ; and from this Princely munificence doe I , 
with ail devotion of an humble and hearty» thankefullnefſe 
acknowledge to : have received. a, particular, encouragement. in 

my prefcſlion ; T hw nzrſing Father of the Church, xnew the beſt 


; way 
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toſypport that , was by Church maintenance : ſo that by 
big bogney , the TAOIcE in the three Kingdomes were lifred up 
out. of the mire of contemptible poverty , and Clergy-men of 
noted piety and greateſt abiliticsof leaming, dayly increaſed : ſo 
that ſerting aſide ſome few , either iflizerate , wandring, cock- 
brain'd; diſcontepted or. unconſcionable Levites , who were in 
the great reſerve of the ſacrilegious and Rebellious Feroboams of 
our time. { to {ecnre thoſe two Calves of their Government and 
Worſhip (which they ſought for) no Kingdomes of the World 
were beautified with ſo many Ligbrs of learning and piety 2s theſe 
Kingdomes. 

Obſerve the divine graces of this glorious King , the unmove- 
able ſtability of his Faith, a firme Rocke ; which no ſtormes of 
popular rage , or {welling ſurges of the multicude , nor all the 
proud billowes of his inſulting Adverfaries , could alter ornn- 
ſettle in his pious purpole go preſerve the Proteſtant Religion 
and the Lawes of the Realme;how great was the intention of his 
{acred bope?and of what exceeding latitude was his charity,wwhich 
included and encloſed his fierceſt and moſt mortall Enemies : 
But the lively features, and faire lineaments of his graces and vir- 
tues are beſt and more largely drawne out by his owne Pencill, 
Hu workes pras[e bims in the Gate, his writing preſent unto ns the 
heavenly pourraiure of his divine , large , and graſping ſoule ; 
theſe (what they are wanting in volumne, recampencing an hun- 
dred fold in worth) are the Repertory of. all his Ations, and the 
erueſt Index of his virtues: that Book is the quinteſcence of know- 
ing zeale , the Rore-houſe of the ripe and choice fruits of Chri- 
ſtian piety, there are the principles ef Religion perfeAly digeſted 
into holy praftice : there is the true Princely Image of King 
Charles, that Golden Manuel, being a ſtately building of Medita- 
tions, Conſultations, Eflayes, Debates, and Deyotiens, raiſed u- 
pon emergent occaſions, with ſuch judicious artifice of grace, a- 
dorned with ſo rich furniture of piety ; enlarged with ſo many 
faire roomes and convenient reccipts of grace, that it ſhewes his 
Body was the Tewple of the baly Ghoſt , that there wasno corner 
or vacuity in his great and glorious ſoule. 

I doubt not. ( hangs the height of an Hyperbole ) ro affirme 
that in whas we have of this holy Kings Daughter we are _ 

antly 
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dantly repaired in the lofſe of Solomons Phyſicks , for heere is a 
ſhop tull of heavenly Medicines for all the Maladies of the ſoule, 


by fo much then is their ſinne'the greater , whoſe malice hath 'de-

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prived us of thoſe other later peeces of His Majeſty. What al- 
ready Wee have is the greateſt Monument of Piety of any Kings? 
( after theirs whoſe writings become authenticke from God , as 
being the Pen man of Ht: owne divine diFtates ) fince the Creati- 
en , and ſhall have continuall and unwearied travells made unto 
itin all Languages and King domes, by al Men and Women, who 
knew, love, andbonony piety , prudexce, and all divine and moral 


races and vertmer, every of which hath its ſeverall atchievement 
and particular Trophy erected in this ons worke, which will be «x 
long lived 4s T ime. F 


I conclude this ſhort and generall ſurvey of H#zs Wajeſties per- 


ſenali vertxes (worthy of a juſt Volumne,and exceeding the limits 


of « Sermon) with that Eulogy and Honour of Praiſe given unto 
( onſt«r tive the Great by Emnſebinr, he was moſt deare wnto Goaand

Ard thou carnsll Prophet, who wa/keſf 
by the light of rbine owne eyes, and calleſt ry varkenefe Hebt, thou 
who ( as the Jewes unto our Saviour) digſt reech the Vonegey and 
Gall untoGods Anointedin the Agony of bu ſuffer ings ctfcredſt that 
falſe, furious, and forced application of Scriptures , which thy 
counſelis muſt fill up with an interpretation , ( as the event

. Next, you-could not but know,that the neighbourhood of His 
ſacred earthly remaines muſt needs refricate the ſcarce skinn'd 
ſorrowes of London ; when they ſhould have ſuch a ſtanding and 
Rill preſent Monument of their former happineſſe, in His Maje- 
ſties peaceable Government; and of their: new. miſery in your 
Tyranny, which would: ſerve alfo (this being the place of the 
greateſt confluence ) to recrude the griefe of the whole King. 
dome, and probably begert ſach compunRtien and reluQtancy in

Sinfull exvze never failes to give a malitious attendance upon 
virtze, which by how much the more ir is iltuſtrous, with fo 
much the greater ravwrowr doth ſhe dog and perfecute it, and 
therefore many are the tronbles of the reghteons ; and no (meer) 
man had ever more, then righteous King Charts : behold and. 
fee if tay ſorrowes and ſufferings were like unto His. See one of 
the moſt potent Alonarchs of Europe, loved at home, and feared 
abroad, mot injucioully and ſtrictly Impriſoned, debarred from 
the moſt dear fociety of the moſt virtuous and beft Wife, from 
the converſe and fight of his moſt ſweet and hopefull Children, 
from the attendance of His moſt faithfull Servants, froay Gods 
houſe, from Gods publique worſhip, & all Gods Servants, forc'd 
to cohabite with Beaſts,bratiſh, ſavage, and wicked Men, & theſe 
to. be made the Inſtraments of their craclty unto Him, wha were 
Kis ſworne SnbjeRts and Servants, upon whom al} civil and di- 
vine obligations of duty and aﬀfeftion unto His Majeſty reſted, 
and that upon pretenſions of Religion and Liberty,of which He Was 
the trueſt and moſt nudanbred Defender , to lie under the weight & 
' wounds of ſq many ſcandals, reproaches, wants, and miſeries ; 

beſides the moſt grievous ſenſe of the ſufferings of His Kingdoms 

and beſt Subjects, to be dayly tortured with-ſ6-tiany iterated, 
untceaſonable Propaſttions, and infolent Demands, to be racked 
out of his undoubted Royall Rights, ro make ſo many Coneeſ 
fions & ſuch, great Condeſcentions in his propenſneſs unto peace, 
which notwithſtanding His Encmies never meant; ta be tormen- 
red (if it were poſſible ) unto perjury, ſacriledge, and Atheiſm > 
and to haye no ather Conditions propomnded forthe Enjoy- 
ment of His Crownes and Kingdomes, then that which the De 
vill made unto our Saviour, ell theſe Will / give thee if thon wit 
fall down and. warſhip me ; to offer his own (that which nevet 
was theirs) to deny.

Hence 
came it to palle that contemning the old paths, the truth of the 
reformation inthe Proteſtant "Religion; 'they contended wnto bloxd 
to corrupt by their phanatick Alterations; the pure Doftrine and 
Evangelical diſcipline eſtabliſhed in the Church of Englandto effeti
